His father Kamran, aged 
32, said all thoughts were 
with the “shy” youngster to 
spur him on for a full recov¬ 
ery. 

“We are just hoping for the 
best. We are all worried 
about him, it has been a big 
shock,” he said.

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Unofficial 
school led 
to £2,500 
court bill 

A COUPLE have been hit 
with a court bill totalling 
more than £2,500 after con¬ 
tinuing to operate a mini¬ 
school without permission 
at their home in Walsall. 

Ajay Kapur and his wife 
Savita were brought back 
before Walsall Magistrates 
Court for a second time for 
failing to comply with an 
enforcement notice. 

They were prosecuted in 
April after ignoring enforce¬ 
ment action to remove 
desks, chairs and white¬ 
boards from his home, which 
included transforming the 
garage in Broadway North 
into a classroom. 

Pupils 

But when visited again by 
Walsall Council officers in 
May, pupils and tuition 
equipment were still found 
at the address. 

Last week the Kapurs, 
aged 48 and 47, admitted the 
second failure to comply 
with an enforcement notice 
when based at Broadway 
North. 

Ajay Kapur, who was left 
with mobility problems after 
a road accident in 1991, has 
said he spent £30,000 to 
£35,000 converting his 
garage into a school room. 

He was fined £1,000 and 
ordered to pay £292 costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Savita Kapur, given a con¬ 
ditional discharge last time, 
was ordered to pay the same. 

The school has since legit¬ 
imately moved to Hatherton 
House in the town centre. 

Views sought 
over crossing 

RESIDENTS and busi¬ 
nesses have until the start of 
next month to comment on 
plans to close Bloxwich level 
crossing. 

A consulation event will 
be held today (Thursday) at 
Bookmark Bloxwich from 4 
to 8pm.

‘I had to save lives’ says motorway barricade trucker

A LORRY driver has told how he 
helped stop a HGV hurtling at 55mph 
the wrong way down the M6 near 
Walsall 

Pal Korbely, who had been drinking 
plum brandy in his cab, narrowly 
missed dozens of cars as he drove south 
on the northbound carriageway. 

Motorists swerved to get out of his 
way and he was only stopped when 
lorry driver Krystian Wilenski and two 
other truckers used their HGVs to 
form a barricade. 

Hungarian Korbely was jailed for 


eight months (see below) and disquali¬ 
fied from driving for three years 

Father-of-one Mr Wilenski recalled 
how he was on his way to collect car 
parts when he saw the lorry coming 
towards him without its lights on. 

Protect 

He drove into the outsidelane, fol¬ 
lowing two other lorry drivers in front 
of him who had already pulled into the 
inside and middle lane to block the car¬ 
riageway near Junction 10, for Walsall. 

“I knew something had happened in 


front of me because the speed limits 
had dropped right down,” said Mr 
Wilenski, from Swindon. “Then I saw 
something coming straight towards us. 
I thought I had to do something to 
secure the people behind me. 

“I am not a hero. I just thought I had 
to protect everything else. If we had 
not done something there would have 
been a big crash. 

“It’s my belief that if you see some¬ 
thing like that you have to do some¬ 
thing. I was not scared for my own 
safety. I had to save lives.”

cemetery bus 

plea rejected 

A CAMPAIGN for a bus route to serve Streetly 
Cemetery and Crematorium has failed after trans¬ 
port bosses ruled it was not necessary. 

People claimed that it was difficult to get to the 
site without a car. Campaigners contacted passen¬ 
ger transport authority Centro. 

ButCentro has now ruled there is no need to 
introduce or divert a bus because an existing 
service stops just over 650ft from the cemetery. 

Blakenall ward councillor Pete Smith said he was 
“extremely disappointed” as some elderly and dis¬ 
abled people struggled with the distance. 

Councillor Smith said: “It’s quite a way for 
people to walk if they have difficulty walking.” 

He added: “I was optimistic they would be able to 
come up with some solution.” 

He urged anyone with concerns about the issue 
to contact him and he would continue pressing to 
find a solution. 

An overspill car park opened last year after com¬ 
plaints about drivers leaving cars on grass verges, 
ignoring double yellow lines and blocking the road 
off Little Hardwick Road. It was installed as part of 
a £1 million raft of improvements. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford said a bus had 
run next to the cemetery but was axed in April 
2008.The 56 Diamond service, between Birming¬ 
ham and Brownhills, stopped too near the cemetery 
to consider a new route or redirecting another bus. 

He added: “The last service to operate travelling 
past the cemetery was the 113X but it was with¬ 
drawn in April 2008 due to poor usage.”

A LORRY driver has been jailed for eight 
months after driving the wrong way along the 
M6 at up to 55mph whilst more than twice the 
drink-drive limit. 

Vehicles had to swerve to miss Hungarian trucker Pal 
Korbely who was behind the wheel despite having spent an 
afternoon drinking powerful homemade plum brandy. 

Other truckers formed a blockade near Junction 9 to 
prvent a potential disaster during the terrifying incident on 
July 7. 

The 50-year-old got onto the M6 at Hilton Park Services 
near Cannock at around 10.25pm 
and drove his HGV into oncoming 
traffic without headlights. 

In scenes to send a shiver down 
the spine of any driver, the HGV 
narrowly avoids cars and other 
lorries on its terrifying 10-mile 
journey as it sped along at up to 
55mph. Some, including a tanker 
driver, were forced to swerve onto 
the hard shoulder, 

The lorry only came to a stop 
when HGV drivers formed a block¬ 
ade on the southbound carriageway 
between Walsall and Wednesbury, 
just before junction 9. 

Mr Phillip Bradley, prosecuting 
at Birmingham Crown Court, said 
Korbely had been drinking 51 per 
cent proof homemade plum brandy 
in his cab at the service station 
whilst watching grand prix racing. 

“He told police he had no recollec¬ 
tion of leaving the services or of 
driving his vehicle at all,” said Mr 
Bradley 

Ban 

Korbely pleaded guilty to drink¬ 
driving and dangerous driving and 
had been remanded in custody until 
Friday’s sentencing hearing. 

Judge Paul Farrer QC sentenced 
him to a total of eight months in jail. 
He was also given a three year 
driving ban and was ordered to take 
an extended driving test before 
being able to get back behind the 
wheel. 

Police were alerted to Korbely’s 
dangerous driving by panicked 
motorists who took refuge on the 
hard shoulder and called 999. 

The judge told him: “It’s little 
more than good fortune nobody was 
killed or seriously injured.” 


Wardens to wear cameras

PARKING wardens in 
Walsall are being given 
body-mounted CCTV 
cameras in a bid to stop 
attacks by angry motorists. 

Staff will use the equip¬ 
ment to gather evidence 
against drivers who physi¬ 
cally or verbally assault 
them while on duty. 

It comes after 40 incidents 
of abusive behaviour 
towards traffic wardens in 
the last 12 months. 

Walsall Council says the 
footage will be passed to the 
police to assist prosecutions. 
Private firm Apcoa runs the 
warden service on behalf of 
the council, monitoring the 
streets and car parks. 

Transport boss Councillor 
Tom Ansell backed the use 
of cameras. He said: “We 
took on the duties for 
parking in order to free up 
police officers to tackle other 
concerns. We knew that we 
wouldn’t win every popular¬ 
ity contest but, for the most 
part, drivers know that if 
they park legally they won’t 
get a shock when they 
return to their car. 

Abusive 

“In very isolated incidents 
people are abusive and the 
body mounted-CCTV 
camera sends out a clear 
warning that this kind of 
behaviour won’t be toler¬ 
ated.” 

Apcoa was brought in to 
manage a team of more than 
20 wardens on behalf of the 
council in spring 2009.

Council get tough over growing fly-tip menace 


MORE than 50,000 cases of fly- 
tipping have blighted the West Mid¬ 
lands in the last year, new figures 
have revealed. Walsall was ranked 
ninth in the list of local authorities 
for cases of fly-tipping during the 
period from 2010 to 2011. 

There were 1,567 incidents of 
rubbish being dumped in Walsall in 
2010 compared to 1,940 last year, 
equating to an increase of 373. 

Council chiefs said they treat fly¬ 
tipping as a “very serious offence” 
and cameras have been put in place 


in order to try and catch the offend¬ 
ers. 

Birmingham topped the grot-spot 
list after the city council reported 
15,690 fly tipping cases between 
2010 and 2011. In Wolverhampton 
there were 3,669 incidents, 
Sandwell had 2,820 and Walsall 
1,940. Cannock Chase District 
Council reported 583 incidents, 
South Staffordshire Council 439 
and Lichfield District Council 278. 

Councillor Tom Ansell, cabinet 
member for environment, said 


cleaning up after fly-tippers had cost 
Walsall Council £250,000 a year. As 
a council we are working hard in our 
efforts to ensure fly-tippers do not 
ruin our borough with their 
thoughtless actions,” he said. 

Catch 

“Make no mistake, this is a very 
serious offence. A total of six 
cameras have been installed at loca¬ 
tions across Walsall to catch perpe¬ 
trators. People who dump their 
rubbish in this unlawful way are 
selfish, pure and simple. 


“Their actions deprive our hard¬ 
working communities of money 
which could be invested to benefit 
people in their daily lives.” 

The figures have come from the 
GMB union. Joe Morgan, GMB 
regional secretary, said “Two thirds 
of fly-tipping involves household 
rubbish and GMB believes it would 
make good economic sense to invest 
in more municipal waste and recy¬ 
cling centres to make it easier and 
cheaper for the public to dispose of 
waste properly.” 


Puppies' tails docked 
illegally to boost value 


A COUPLE from Brownhills illegally docked 
the tails of puppies ahead of trying to sell 
them for hundreds of pounds, a court heard. 

Elastic bands were tightened around the tails of the 


seven recently-born rot¬ 
tweilers to stop the blood 
flow until they fell off. 

An RSPCA inspector was 
called to the home of Joanna 
Dukes and Richard Devey 
amid reports that the tails of 
puppies had been docked in 
April this year. 

A hearing at Walsall Mag¬ 
istrates Court was told the 
dogs had been advertised for 
sale with a price tag of 
around £200 each. 

Dukes, aged 43, of Friez- 
land Lane, Brownhills, last 
week admitted a charge of 
removing the whole or part 
of a dog tail at Walsall Mag¬ 
istrates Court. 

Sweet taste 
of success 
at cake firm 

A CAKE making company in 
Walsall is expanding and 
creating jobs. 

Perfection Foods Ltd 
opened a factory at Walsall 
Enterprise Park in Febru¬ 
ary. It is now looking to 
create 50 jobs next year.

Devey, 30, pleaded guilty 
to two offences of allowing 
and permitting tail docking 
to be carried out.

He said Dukes had carried 
out the act while Devey was 
at work but he was aware of 
what was happening and 
didn’t do anything to 
prevent it. 

Commercial 

In interview, Dukes said 
she did not know it was 
illegal to carry out tail 
docking, while Devey said he 
had not seen a rottweiler 
with a tail. 

Mr Price told the court: 
“This was not a large-scale 
commercial venture but 
there was a commercial side 
to it.” 

He said the aggravating 
features were the commer¬ 
cial element, the number of 
animals involved and it 
having been a deliberate act. 

An application for a depri¬ 
vation order was also put 
forward by the RSPCA. 

The docking of tails is only 
allowed on working dogs and 
must be carried out by a vet 
within five days of birth. It 
has has been known for it to 
be done illegally for cosmetic 
purposes. In this case there 
was no evidence of a vet 
having been involved. 

No representations were 
made on behalf of the defen¬ 
dants. The pair will return 
to court for sentencing on 
August 24.

Care home boss stole 
from dying pensioner 



Tracey Keates stole more 
than £4,000 from residents 


Driver pocketed 
cash to gamble 

A DRIVER for a food delivery firm in Willenhall pocketed 
more than £2,600 after collecting cash from customers and 
using it to pay for his gambling addiction. 

Rodney Henderson, of Birmingham, stole the money 
meant for Midland Food Group over a period of about 10 
weeks after joining the company in April. The 44-year-old 
made deliveries to cafes and restaurants and collected pay¬ 
ments, which he should have given to the firm, but instead 
he kept the money. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecuting, told Walsall Magistrates 
Court: “As part of his duties, he would deliver items and 
collect payment from customers. His duty was to bring that 
back and deposit it with the company. He wasn’t doing that. 
He was pocketing the money.” 

Mr Paul said suspicions were aroused following com¬ 
plaints from customers. The company launched an investi¬ 
gation and the thefts came to light after customers were 
spoken to by staff from the Stringes Lane firm. The court 
heard that Henderson, of Kingshurst Road, Northfield, was 
accused of taking £2,665.55. 

Mr Paul said Henderson was approached by staff at the 
food delivery firm in light of the evidence when “he became 
very emotional and admitted to stealing the money.” 

Henderson was immediately suspended from his role and 
later dismissed, while the matters were reported to police. 

He admitted a charge of theft, dating back to between 
April 1 and June 11, during last week’s hearing. 

Ms Sarah Woulfe, mitigating, said: “Henderson turned to 
gambling. He was using slot machines.” 

Ms Woulfe said he had since made arrangements to repay 
the firm and was “mortified” by his actions. 

The case was adjourned for a pre-sentence report to be 
prepared. 

Henderson was due to be sentenced at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court yesterday (Wednesday). He was given condi¬ 
tional bail. 


THE former deputy manager of a care home 
in Walsall plundered more than £4,000 from 
residents’ bank accounts, a court was told. 

Debt-ridden Tracey Keates stole bank cards from a 92- 
year-old resident and his terminally ill wife at Harden Hall 
care home. 

The 36-year-old, of Marbury Drive, Bilston, made numer¬ 
ous withdrawals at cash machines. 

The money was taken over a five-week period in April and 
May and was used for loan repayments and a house deposit, 
Walsall Magistrates heard lastweek. 

The court heard that a Lloyds TSB bank card and Mas¬ 
terCard were stolen from 
the man and his wife, aged in 
her 80s. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the cards were 
taken from a bedroom at the 
care home in Coalpool Lane 
and the thefts were discov¬ 
ered after the husband 
noticed his wife’s purse 
missing. 

Account 

Shortly afterwards, he 
noticed cash had disap¬ 
peared from his account. 

A police investigation 
revealed Keates had been 
caught on CCTV cameras at 
cash machines across the 
Black Country making the 
fraudulent withdrawals. 

Mr Paul added: “At the 
time the theft was discov¬ 
ered, the wife was termi¬ 
nally ill in Walsall Manor 
Hospital.” 

The court heard that 
Keates took a total of 
£4,355.40 which she spent 
on repaying loans, while 
£950 went towards paying 
the deposit on a house. 

Keates made full admis¬ 
sions to police, telling them 
she had just come out of a 
violent relationship and had 
£4,000 to £5,000 of debts. 

She admitted two charges 
of theft and one of fraud by 
false representation. 

Keates will be sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on September 4 and 
was unconditionally bailed.

Bokwa ready to be a 
hit with fitness fans 


TO SEE Jackie Bailey ener¬ 
getically dancing, leaping 
and punching the air it is hard 
to believe she recently cele¬ 
brated her 50th birthday. 

However, age isn’t a problem for the 
fitness instructor who became one of 
the first people to learn the latest 
craze, Bokwa, which she teaches at the 
Nuffield Fitness & Wellbeing Centre 
in Cannock. 

Bokwa is derived from a combina¬ 
tion of two words - ‘Bo’ which repre¬ 
sents the light boxing and ‘kwa’ 
represents the South African war 
dance Kwaito. 

Jackie says it is an intense workout 
based around the alphabet - so a lot of 
the moves are represented by a letter. 

“Earlier this year I went down to the 
Nuffield City gym in London, which I 
believe is where Robbie Williams 
trains, and learned all about Bokwa,” 
says Jackie, who lives in Cheslyn Hay. 

Strenuous 

“I have taught dancing and classes 
like Zumba for 30 years and this is one 
of the most strenuous workouts I have 
seen. 

“When I take a class I spend a few 
minutes going through the moves and 
talking to them about what each letter 
means. Once they have learned them 
they can then go to any class, as the 
moves are the same whether you are in 
London or in Scotland.” 

Bokwa is the brainchild of dancer 
and fitness instructor Paul Mavi who 
had such a passion for his South 
African roots that he wanted to intro¬ 
duce it into his routines. 

Jackie, who grew up in Willenhall 
and used to be a pupil at Pool Hayes 
School, says: “When you first train as 
an instructor in Bokwa you learn the 
basic moves and a few of the letters, as 
you work up the levels you find out

more and piece together the alphabet. 

“Because Bokwa is so new there aren’t 
many instructors that have worked 
higher than level two.” 

Jackie also takes classes at the Bert 
Williams Leisure Centre in Bilston, 
Cheslyn Hay Leisure Centre and Pure 
Gym in Wolverhampton. 

However it was her studio manager in 
Cannock who first asked her if she could 
learn to teach Bokwa. 

“When I first looked at Bokwa on 
YouTube I couldn’t believe how tough it 
looked and I said to the studio manager 
‘you can’t be serious - you want me to 


learn that’,” says Jackie. “But I keep 
up with the 20-year-olds no problem 
and enjoy the fact that it is so up¬ 
tempo. 

“I’ve had people say I have so much 
energy they can’t believe I’m 50 but in 
my mind I stopped at around 29, so I 
wasn’t too happy when I hit the big 5- 
0 .” 

Jackie, who has two sons Ellis, 20, 
and Jay, 15, has her own dance 
academy - Dance 2gether and used to 
supply dancers to the Grand Theatre 
in Wolverhampton. 

“I have no plans to retire soon - I 
will carry on as long as my body allows 
me to and Bokwa is so addictive I don’t 
want to give it up,” she says. 

Another Bokwa instructor is Mel 
Carpenter from Smethwick who says 
the class is a mixture of her two 
favourite things - dancing and martial 
arts. 

Mel, who was a pupil at Cardinal 
Newman School in Oldbury, loves the 
fact that Bokwa includes dance moves. 

“I was working as a salsa instructor 
when a friend mentioned Bokwa to me 
and I saw a video clip of it and knew it 
was going to be the next big thing,” 
says Mel, 35, who is engaged to Steve 
Bridger and has an 18-month-old 
daughter called Morgan. 

“I went up to Leeds and met the 
founder Paul Mavi and learned the 
techniques and moves needed to teach 
Bokwa.” 

Mel says the classes are proving 
popular. 

“Even though Bokwa isn’t seen on 
mainstream TV in adverts or on com¬ 
puter games, like Zumba, it is starting 
to filter into gyms around the country. 

“ I would tell anyone who is think¬ 
ing of attending a class to have a go, 
they will have a lot of fun and get fit as 
well.”

Refund pledge by boss 
of troubled coach firm 


TRADE ENQUIRES 
WELCOME 


THE boss of a troubled coach firm 
has pledged to fulfil customers’ 
holiday breaks, or refund them 
their money. 

Hoverland European Holidays was dis¬ 
solved last month, sparking panic from 
some customers who had paid deposits. 

But director Andrew Court last week 
reassured the 100 customers - promising 
them their holiday or a full refund. 

He apologised to customers for a break¬ 
down in communication, blaming it on a 
restructuring of the company which had 
seen a third party company brought in. 

The firm, formerly based in Willenhall, is 
currently looking to relocate. 

Families called with concerns after the 
company was dissolved. Those worried 
include William and Pauline Brookes, a 
couple from Bewdley who had paid a £400 
deposit for a holiday to Italy to mark their 
40th wedding anniversary. 

But Mr Court insisted the company would 
honour all customer commitments. 

Apologise 

He added: “I’ve let people down, but I’m 
no thief. I would like to apologise to cus¬ 
tomers for a lack of communication. We have 
been carrying out a few changes opera¬ 
tionally and we should have kept people in 
the know. I am going to write a letter to 
every customer to lay out what we can do for 
them, be that a full refund or the holiday 
they asked for. Anyone who wants their 
money back can have it.” 

Mr Court said, despite the firm being dis¬ 
solved, the holiday coach operation was still 
operating but under a third party company. 
He said there were four planned trips this 
year he was confident would go ahead. 

He said: “On a personal level, I still want 
to do my best for all our customers. We have 
many people who come back to us each 
year.”

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Great Barr Hall - work has begun to save the building 
WORK has begun on the revamp of a Grade II listed build¬ 
ing, The new owners of Great Barr Hall are now starting 
to look at possible options for the site. 

It is being hailed the biggest restoration project in Walsall 
in the past five to 10 years. 

The building has stood empty since 1978 and is now- 
derelict, having fallen victim to vandals, damp and dry rot. 

But earlier this year it was bought by a group of local res¬ 
idents. The purchase followed 30 years of attempts to secure 
the hall’s future. 

Now work is forging ahead to renovate the building and 
bring it into use, although no decisions over its final 
purpose have yet been made. 

Sutton Coldfield-based Lapworth Architects have been 
appointed to manage the scheme. 

Security 

New jobs have been created through the introduction of 
a team of security guards on site and a company brought in 
to survey the estate. A scaffolding business is also helping to 
stabilise the building. 

The consortium, which owns the building, has already 
spent £75,000 on preparatory work and is now in talks with 
Walsall Council, English Heritage, local action groups and 
workers from the former hospital at the site. 

Michael Lapworth, from Lapworth Architects, said the 
new owners were clear any use must be sustainable and not 
reliant on the public purse. 

He said that the company would help to “end the contin¬ 
ued plight of Great Barr Hall” and that the enthusiasm of 
the building’s new owners would also be a significant factor. 

Great Barr Hall was once owned by the wealthy Scott 
family and the whole estate includes 150 acres. The house, 
gardens and surrounding landscapes have been placed on 
the English Heritage Register of Buildings at Risk. 

Thief left his 
elderly and ill 
step-brother 
near penniless 


A THIEF who plundered the Post Office 
account of his dementia-suffering 71-year- 
old step-brother, leaving him near penniless, 
has avoided an immediate jail term. 


John Rudd stole more 
than £12,000 from the 
account of John Homer, who 
lives at Lakeview Nursing 
Home in Great Wyrley. 

The 58-year-old withdrew 
pension credits and disabil¬ 
ity living allowance which 
were were paid into his step¬ 
brother’s account. 

It left Mr Homer unable to 
afford the most basic items, 
including toiletries. 

Judge John Warner, sen¬ 
tencing Rudd at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last 
week, called his behaviour 
“thoroughly despicable”. 

But he made the decision 
to spare him an immediate 
prison sentence due to his 
poor health. 

Access 

Rudd, of Martley Road, 
Pelsall, had access to his 
stepbrother’s account card 
and PIN number. 

In total, he made dozens of 
withdrawals between 
October 2009 and October 
2011. 

He took everything from 
the account each time he 
withdrew money, between 
October 2009 and December 
2010. 

There was an eight-month 
gap before he started to 
make withdrawals again. 

In total, Rudd, who admit¬ 
ted theft at an earlier 
hearing, withdrew 

£12,319.45 from Mr 
Homer’s account. 

Staff at the nursing home 
contacted Rudd over their

concerns about the lack of 
money being offered to 
support Mr Homer, and a 
social worker eventually 
visited Rudd’s address. 

Rudd then admitted to 
the social worker that he 
had withdrawn the cash 
because he was facing finan¬ 
cial difficulties. The matter 
was reported to police. 

An investigation found 
Rudd had made cash with¬ 
drawals from his step¬ 
brother’s account on more 
than 40 separate occasions. 

Rudd’s sentencing was 
previously postponed after 
it came to light he had a 
heart condition and needed 
to attend appointments at 
Walsall Manor Hospital for 
check-ups. 

Sentencing him , Judge 
Warner said: “You stole 
money from a vulnerable 
victim while in a position of 
authority. 

“It was a thoroughly des¬ 
picable thing to do, and my 
view was that you should go 
to prison. 

“But a medical report 
shows that, because of your 
difficulties, you would not 
be able to undergo a prison 
sentence, therefore I do not 
seek to go behind that 
report.” 

Rudd was handed an 
eight-month prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for two 
years, and a 12-month 
supervision order.

EARLY designs have been 
revealed for the planned £20,000 
garden of reflection at Walsall 
Arboretum in honour of a soldier 
from the town killed in 
Afghanistan.

Bomb 

The 27-year-old father-of-two from 
Delves was killed in an explosion in 
Afghanistan in July 2009. He died while 
helping fellow soldiers from the 2nd Bat¬ 
talion The Rifles who had been injured in 
a bomb blast. 

Cpl Horne’s mother Jane 
Whitehouse,of Duchess Road, said the 
garden will also be a place to remember 
other fallen soldiers from the Walsall area. 

She said: “I want plaques with the 
names of the soldiers on the wall or on a 
massive poppy in the centre of the garden. 

“We are happy with the plans and I’ll be 
having a meeting with the council in 
November to discuss it again. 

“The event this weekend has been bril¬ 
liant. I want to thank the organisers and 
the football club. Jay used to play for Sil- 
verdale FC so it was nice to have the event 
here.” 

Around £5,500 had been raised to create 
the garden before the fundraising football 
day, which organisers are hoping has 
raised another £2,000. 

Cpl Horne was married to Rachel and 
Designs for a garden of memories -front, Cpl Horne’s daughter Frankie had two daughters Frankie, 12, and 
with his mother Jane Whitehouse and stepfather Colin Whitehouse Jessica, three.

UP TO 38 signal boxes are to close 
across the Black Country and 
Staffordshire as part of a six-year 
programme set to bring the ageing 
system into the 21 st century. 

The modernisation plan will covering 415 
miles of track and will be launched in October 
with the Stourbridge to Hartlebury line, result¬ 
ing in the closure of Blakedown, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Hartlebury and Stourbridge signal boxes. 

Network Rail, which is behind the move, says 
the scheme will mean shorter delays in the 
event of breakdowns, saving the taxpayer bil¬ 


lions of pounds each year. No jobs will be cut 
although around 80 posts locally will be lost 
through non-replacement and natural 
wastage. The aim is to centralise all signalling 
at a base in Saltley, Birmingham, using a visual 
display based control system. 

The Walsall, Bescot and Cannock track will 
be brought into line in August 2013 with the 
closure of Walsall, Bescot, Bloxwich, Hednes- 
ford and Brereton Sidings signal boxes. 

The next year the Wolverhampton signalbox 
will be closed, followed by Lichfield and the two 
signal boxes at Stafford in 2015. 

Work on the cross-city and South Stafford-

shire line will start in 2016, as will the transfer 
of services at the New Street Station signal box, 
expected to take up to two years. 

The Birmingham Moor Street to London 
Marylebone line, which is included in the West 
Midlands area, will be moved over in 2024-25. 

Network Rail spokesman Keith Lumley said: 
“With fewer signal boxes, there will be fewer 
signallers needed to talk to each other about 
what is happening. Instead operators will be 
able to see on a screen where the problem is and 
where trains can be diverted.” 


The company said some 19th century signal 
boxes, with mechanical levers, were listed and 
would remain. Nationally more than 800 boxes 
will be replaced by 14 new signalling centres. 

The first signal box is believed to have been 
created in 1844 by the London and Croydon 
Railway. The ones that are due to close each 
have their own individual story to tell. 

For example, in April last year, Bloxwich 
signal box in Willenhal Lane retained its 
British Railways London Midland Region 
white-on-maroon enamel sign. 

Hednesford still reverses some passenger 
trains. They do not pass the signal box itself- 


the driver has to confirm by phone to the sig¬ 
naller that his train is complete, before the 
return journey to Birmingham can be sig¬ 
nalled. 

Kidderminster is a BR(WR) 1953 design and 
had its windows refurbished a few years ago. 
Kidderminster Junction signal box was 
replaced by a lever frame in 1937 which then 
closed in 1973 and was moved to Arley Station. 

Walsall had a new signal box in 1966 as part 
of resignalling work along the line. It controlled 
signalling over a six-mile stretch, as far as the 
Crescent signalbox in Willenhall, to Great Barr 
signal box via Bescot.

Patient found dead 

A PATIENT at a mental health hospital in 
Walsall who was found dead in a bath had 
suffered heart problems, an inquest heard. 

Carol Ann Silvester, aged 58, of Glamis 
Road, Willenhall, suffered from anxiety and 
was admitted to Dorothy Pattison Hospital, 
where she was discovered in the bath on 
November 8 last year. Police were called but 
there were no suspicious circumstances. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
said it was not entirely clear what had hap¬ 
pened but was plausible she had leaned 
forward to turn on water and collapsed due 
to heart problems. He recorded a verdict of 
natural causes.

DEMOLITION of a prime site for 
the multi-million pound Walsall 
Gigaport project is under way. 

Buildings in Hatherton Street, 
including the former 100 year-old 
home of engineering firm Noirit and 
the Fitters Arms pub, are being 
cleared for the scheme aiming to 
kickstart regeneration in the town. 

The land needs to be remediated 
before new buildings can go up as 
part of the £400 million Gigaport 
project to create a business and 
office ‘corridor’. The land has been 
earmarked for office development 
and should create around 200 jobs. 

The Gigaport has been in the 
pipeline for more than five years but 
stalled due to the economic climate. 
But clearing land around Hatherton 
Street, near to the Littleton Street 
stretch, will help pave the way 
forward for the project. 


Walsall regeneration chief coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said: “It is a 
prime council owned site which we 
can use to kickstart the regenera¬ 
tion of the town. It is earmarked for 
a groundbreaking office develop¬ 
ment to secure the future of the 
Gigaport.” 

Relocated 

Noirit Ltd moved from its home to 
make way for the Gigaport. They 
were relocated to a nearby site in 
Portland Street. 

A high-speed fibre optic communi¬ 
cations system that businesses will 
be able to use forms part of the 
regeneration scheme. The aim is to 
draw in businesses to fit alongside 
Walsall College and the Walsall 
Housing Group office block. 

A new leisure and retail complex 
is being proposed along a 1.3-acre 
site near Tesco.

Derelict shops block 
cleared for project 


A DERELICT block of shops and 
flats at Portobello, Willenhall, has 
been demolished. 

The buildings had become a magnet for 
anti-social behaviour. They had been broken 
into, set on fire and been used for taking 
drugs since being were emptied five years 
ago. 

But a 30-ton hydraulic grabbing machine 
has made short work of the empty block. 

Bilston-based Heantun Housing Associa¬ 
tion has now struck a deal with Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council which will see the 
land transformed. 

The new plans include a new nursing care 
home, affordable housing and a “retail and 
commercial development”. 

Nick Crombie, Chief Executive of 
Heantun Housing, said a planning applica¬ 


tion for the new scheme would now be sub¬ 
mitted in October. 

He said: “Local residents have been very 
patient during the disruption of demolition 
and we tried to keep them up to date with 
what was happening. 

Earthworks 

“Whilst the building finally disappeared 
on July 20 local contractors McAuliffe have 
completed the temporary earthworks. 

“We are now progressing the necessary 
survey and site investigation work to inform 
our planning application for the develop¬ 
ment of the sites.” 

A consultation with local residents will 
take place in September ahead of the formal 
planning application. 

Large earth mounds now surround the 
site.

Zafira Tourer tows 
the line for quality 


First THINGS FIRST, I DON’T NEED 
A seven seater car and I don’t need 
to be able to tow a decent weight. 
. . but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira 
Tourer would be up there among 
contenders. 

This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can 
actually tow a decent weight. 

In fact it was named this year’s Best MPV 
at Practical Caravan magazines’s Towcar 
Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous 
and thorough towcar assessment. Each car is 
tested by a panel of eight judges for its towing 



ability, buying and owning costs, drive quality 
when not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its 
own when towing,” said awards judge Nigel 
Donnelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure 
Group’s editor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal 
limit and beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relax¬ 
ing car to tow with. With plenty of power and 
torque, the 2.0-litre engine pulled car and 
caravan from 30-60mph in 14.1 seconds. 
Braking showed the shortest stopping dis¬ 
tance in this class. The Zafira Tourer offers 
strong performance, good stability and space 
for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing direc¬ 
tor. 


“The Towcar of the Year awards are an 
industry standard and by far the most presti¬ 
gious event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabili¬ 
ties the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt 
it had the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a 
summer holiday and leave you feeling pretty 
safe behind the wheel with the kids piled in 
the back. 

Flexibility 

But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flexibility 
claims by trying out a number of the options 
Flex7 seating system. There are several 
including ‘Lounge Seating’ on key models. 
When you want seven up the two seats at the 
very back come up out of the floor and the 
middle bench seat is now a set of three sepa¬ 
rate seats which are also each capable of 
folding and splitting into any number of com¬ 
binations. In addition the two outside seats 
slide backwards and inwards against the 



middle seat which folds to form two arm rests 
and gives plenty of space.Only downside to 
seven up is the reduced boot space. But if you 
want to turn it into a load lugger put all the 
seats down to reveal 1,860 litres of space - 
more than enough for a trip to collect flat-pack 
from Ikea or clear the shed out and head for 
the tip. 

Staying on the inside materials are of a 
much better quality than the old model and 
the design means everyone gets a good view of 
outside from the light and airy cabin. This is 
made even better if you opt for a panoramic 
sunroof and the high-top windscreen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 


start/stop technology and I really could appre¬ 
ciate the difference in fuel consumption when 
chugging around town doing odd jobs and 
stopping off for shopping. Sitting at traffic 
lights just when they change at one of my 
regular routes can take some minutes and 
when the engine switches off it can make all 
the difference on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way 
into work and it smoothly made its way along 
the M54. Standard features across the four 
trim level range include: ESF| six airbags, air 
conditioning, CD/MP3 player and cruise 
control - not bad with prices starting at 
£ 21 , 010 .

THE MERIVA was introduced back in 2003 
and it has been a very successful small 
vehicle with over 100,000 being sold in the UK. 

However it was getting a bit old and it needed a makeover 
and thankfully Vauxhall didn’t go down the road of let’s just 
tweak the headlamps, or put new door handles on, no they 
have created a completely new and very stylish looking 
vehicle. 

When you look at the vehicle, the front has the corporate 


look that says I am a Vaux¬ 
hall, but the biggest change 
without doubt is when you 
look at the side profile, Vaux¬ 
hall have taken the rather 
brave step of equipping the 
Meriva with what they 
describe as flex-doors. Flex- 
doors basically are doors 
that are hinged backwards 
which then swing open 
towards the rear of the car at 
an angle of almost 90 
degrees, this makes this 
vehicle almost a must for 
people with young children 
or mobility issues that need 
to utilise the rear of the car. 

The doors cannot be 
opened by the occupants 
whilst the Meriva is travel¬ 
ling at more than two mph. 
The concept itself is nothing 
new but it does promote 
Meriva very high on to the 
list of must have if you are a 
family and need vehicles 
that have ease of access for 
children and child seats. 

Journey 

The designers have really 
worked overtime inside the 
vehicle, there is a completely 
new approach to the centre 
console and a variety of 
storage and comfort solu¬ 
tions are incorporated. I do 
like vehicles that have lots 
and lots of nooks and cran¬ 
nies to secrete the bits and 
pieces that we seem to have 
to take with us on our 
journey 

The rear seats can be 
folded down to increase the 
amount of luggage capacity 
and also the flex-space 
system allows for the move¬ 
ment of rear seats to create a 
little bit of head or shoulder 
room. The boot also has a 
secret compartment, the 
floor of the boot can be lifted 
and you can store items 
away from prying eyes. 

There is a choice of engine 
configurations for the 
Meriva with several petrols 
and diesels as options, the 
petrols are going to be based 
primarily on 1.4-litre 
engines and the diesels will 
be a variety either of 1.3 or 
1.7-litres. The engineers at 
Vauxhall are still striving to 
et their C02 emissions 
own and it is going to be 
some time before they are 
down in to the realms of the 
C02 emissions which 
qualify for free or very low 
road tax, but they are 
working very hard to 
achieve this. 

My Meriva was equipped 
with a 1.4-litre turbo 
charged engine with a capac¬ 
ity of 1364cc, and produced 
140 bhp, sufficient Vauxhall 
suggest of a top speed of 122 
mph and a 0 - 60 in margin¬ 



ally over 10 seconds. 

The five-speed gearbox 
was quite a notchy easy to 
use configuration, I did find 
however that the vehicle 
could be lethargic in fourth 
and fifth gears and if an 
overtake was necessary it 
was essential to get that 
engine and more impor¬ 
tantly the turbo spinning to 
give you the get up and go 
that you need. 

The vehicles are well 
equipped, although on my 
model Vauxhall had taken 
the trouble to spend £855 on 
a satellite navigation system 
and if it was my money I 
wouldn’t bother, I found my 
own £100 Tom-Tom was far 
more efficient and try as I 
would with the sat nav in the 
Vauxhall I couldn’t get it to 
accept postcodes and a trip 
in to a Shropshire hamlet 
proved very difficult with 
the on-board system but a 
doddle with the Tom-tom. 

Standard features on my 
vehicle included electric 
front windows which was a 
surprise, as the rear flexi 
doors have good old fash¬ 
ioned wind-up windows. 

An absolute plethora of 
air bags are incorporated 
and Vauxhall have enabled 
an air bag deactivation 
switch so you can safely put 
a child seat on the front pas¬ 
senger seat. I am not too con¬ 
vinced that an electronic 
parking brake is necessary 
on a vehicle of this type but 
you get used to it. 

From a driving perspec¬ 
tive the vehicle is a little 
higher than normal so it 
does give you an extra bit of 
visibility, but nothing too 
dramatic. It was a comfort¬ 
able, predictable vehicle to 
drive, nothing too exciting 
but you don’t expect that 
from this type of vehicle. It 
does everything that you 
require from a saloon to 
transport the family about. 

Pricing structures for the 
Meriva vary from £13,000 
up to a hefty £22,000, my 
1.4-litre turbo was priced at 
£19,740, the extras fitted 
took it over £21,000 and the 
fuel figures quoted for the 
engine was a not too exciting 
42.2 mpg on the combined 
figure. C02 is quoted at 156 
and that puts it sadly in to 
the £155 excise duty, and 
that is a shame. 

As with all new Vauxhalls 
it is eligible for the 
company’s Lifetime 100,000 
miles warranty.

YOUNG GUN Ashley Hemmings grabbed 
the only goal of the game to put Walsall 
through to the second round of the Capital 
One Cup. 

There was nothing too spectacular, 
nothing too exhilarating and nothing to 
inspire false hopes for the Saddlers fans, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

But there was more than enough in the 
opening game of a new campaign to send the 
1,900 loyal Walsall supporters in a disap¬ 
pointing crowd home with a message to the 
stay-aways - boss Dean Smith and his fledg¬ 
lings are worth taking a chance on. 

A Saddlers side, assisted by the first-half 
dismissal of Brentford’s Jake Reeves, 
claimed a well-deserved victory. Hemmings’ 
encouraging debut was typical of the bright, 
effervescent display from a young side as 
they took the opening steps into a season 
that is certain to test both their ability and 
their resolve. 

Intent 

No-one, least of all Smith, will get carried 
away with a single-goal win against a Bees 
side clearly hampered by the red card that 
both managers accepted was inevitable. 

Yet the attacking, expansive intent that 
accompanied the youthful enthusiasm 
within the Saddlers ranks was a sight to 
offer hope for the difficult days that doubt¬ 
less lie ahead. 

If the Saddlers are not to challenge near 
the top of League One - given the budget at 
Smith’s disposal, such ambitions seem far¬ 
fetched - them a unique selling point is 
needed to lure back the lapsed supporters. 

A commitment to inventive, free-flowing 
football is as good as any, and the evidence of 
Saturday’s win suggested that is precisely 
what Smith aims to encourage. 

After weathering a brief but dangerous 
Brentford assault and taking the lead 
through Hemmings against the run of play, 
the Saddlers took charge for much of the 
opening half with a display of imaginative

ball-retention and attacking freedom from 
their youngsters. 

When they had to withstand a spirited 
effort by the visitors after the break, the 
experience of Andy Butler, Dean Holden and 
Adam Chambers came to the fore as they 
repelled the advance and even conjured up a 
few more moments of attacking threat. 

David Grof did well to save Harry For¬ 
rester’s long-range shot, Kevin O’Connor 
sent a free header over the crossbar from a 
Sam Saunders free-kick and Richard 
Taundry had to be alert at the far post to 
block a Reeves effort as the Bees flew out of 
the blocks. 

But it was the Saddlers who broke the 
deadlock on eight minutes with Florent 
Cuvelier, the most eye-catching ball-player 
on either side, at the heart of the move. 

His super pass found Will Grigg just 


inside the area and, when he was tackled 
well by O’Connor, the ball broke for Hem¬ 
mings, who produced an emphatic left¬ 
footed finish from a tight angle across 
keeper Simon Moore and into the far, 
bottom corner. 

The goal settled Walsall and their chances 
increased further on 25 minutes when 
Reeves was dismissed for a studs-up chal¬ 
lenge on Adam Chambers. 

Referee Andy Woolmer consulted his 
linesman before brandishing a red card. 

Grof did well to dive bravely at Myles 
Weston’s feet and smother his shot to pre¬ 
serve Walsall’s lead. 

But in the dying moments of the half it 
was Moore who twice made saves, although 
his blocks from Cuvelier and Grigg were less 
than convincing. 

Grof made a fine save early in the second 


half to get his finger-tips to a long-range 
Forrester shot and turn it over the crossbar. 

Brentford piled on the pressure despite 
their numerical disadvantage with substi¬ 
tute Toumani Diagouraga somehow blast¬ 
ing over from just six yards out after a 
powerful run and cross from Clayton Don¬ 
aldson. 

Another Brentford substitute, Adam 
Forshaw, was denied smartly at the near 
post by Grof in the closing stages as Walsall 
held firm.

Cousins was founded by three cousins - 
Robert, Edward and William - and the first 
Cousins’ furniture store opened its doors in Tyseley, 
Birmingham, on 17th August 1985. 

ORIGINS BACK TO 1921 

The original family business had been established in 
1921 and had originally specialised in selling items 
and materials reclaimed from household demolitions. 
It had sold such things as reclaimed timber, 19th 
Century fire surrounds and roll-top baths to builders, 
and also to private customers doing their own home 
improvements. 

The business then developed into a builders’ 
merchants, selling building materials, aggregates 
and, later, new fireplaces and baths, alongside the 
reclaimed items. Even at this early stage, they had 
built a private zoo on-site, which proved a huge at¬ 
traction for all ages and an unbelievable “ahead-of- 
time” marketing tool for the firm. 

As time moved on, the business began to sell house¬ 
hold electrical items and also furniture, which was to 
become the future of the business. 

COUSINS IN TYSELEY 

The first Cousins furniture store opened in Tyseley, 
Birmingham in the Midlands in August 1985, where 
they traded from a 50,000ft 2 showroom with adjoin¬ 
ing offices and warehouse. This new venture was 
a resounding success and the warehouse was soon 
relocated, and the showrooms subsequently expanded 
by 30%. 



COUSINS OPENS DUDLEY STORE 

By 1995, a second retail site was acquired when 
they purchased the freehold of the landmark Tesco 
building in Dudley, in the West Midlands. This was 
transformed into a 90,000ft 2 furniture showroom, with 
its own customer restaurant. The store was opened 
on 17th August 1996, by Jack and Vera Duckworth 
from Coronation Street, bringing the town centre to 
a standstill.

ANEW HEAD OFFICE 

Due to the resulting high sales volumes, the head 
office, warehouse and distribution functions were 
centralised to a 4 acre site in Oldbury on the side 
of the M5, which the company had purchased from 
B.P. Oils. This opened in September 1997 and 
the new 65,000ft 2 warehousing facility utilised a 
palletised, computer-generated order picking system 
and pioneered the use of articulated fork-lift trucks in 
the furniture industry. 

The relocation of the main offices from Tyseley to 
Oldbury allowed fresh expansion and the subsequent 
refurbishment of the original Tyseley showrooms in 
1999 - to its existing size of 90,000ft 2 , complete with 
a new customer restaurant. 

By November 2004, Cousins had set its sights on 
building a flagship store in Manchester and establish¬ 
ing itself in the North-West of England, having gained 
an unquestionable reputation for quality and service 
in the West Midlands. 

COUSINS EXPAND IN MANCHESTER 

They purchased a 4 acre site on the A57, Regent Road 
at the end of the M602 in Salford and soon built an 
inspirational 90,000ft 2 new concept flagship store 
which stands just 1.5 miles from the centre of 
Manchester. The store offers the largest selection of 
furniture in the whole of the North-West, and offers 
impressive room set displays that set new standards in 
the furniture industry. 

The store has been acclaimed as England’s finest 
furniture store, attracting customers from across the 
North-West and regularly from Liverpool, Preston, 
Yorkshire and the Lake District. 

This flagship store also incorporates large lighting, 
picture and furniture accessories departments, plus a 
customer restaurant where you can contemplate your 
thoughts. 

NEW DISTRIBUTION CENTRE 

Due to the store’s resounding success, the Company 
has had to re-think its initial plans to trunk home de¬ 
liveries up the M6 from their Oldbury distribution 
centre. By Christmas 2005, they had opened a new 
33,000ft2 warehouse close to Manchester Airport on 
the M56 which now forms the hub of their North- 
West home delivery network. 

The success of the Manchester store’s venture into 
home accessories saw the appointment of a Home- 
wares Buyer, Samantha Gough in Summer 2008 
with the subsequent opening of new Homewares De¬ 
partments in the Tyseley Store, in the Midlands, in 
December 2008.

Richard now oversees the systems, 
warehousing, distribution and customer services func¬ 
tions.

Retail continues to evolve and is no longer just a 
bricks-and-mortar operation; increasing empha¬ 
sis is now being placed online with the internet and 
various social media channels. 2012 has seen a 
significant commitment and investment by Cousins 
toward enhancing their online presence and service. 
In March, Cousins entered into an agreement with BT 
Fresca, a world leading web platform provider and 
development company to build a brand new website, 
due to launch at the end of the year. 

The new Cousins website will integrate fully with 
existing in-store systems to provide a seamless multi¬ 
channel shopping experience with unprecedented 
levels of service, usability and functionality. This will 
then be followed by the opening of a mobile site in 
Autumn 2013.
